he Fort Wayne D-STAR repeater is 

ready for prime time! We have the fi- 
nal frequency assignment from the IRC. 
The UHF duplexer removed from Robison 
Park was re-tuned to the IRC coordinated 
frequency pair (442.99375 / 447.99375 
MHz) and was installed at the Masonic 
Temple site by the stalwart team of Jim 
Pliett, Paul Prestia, Tom Rupp, John Mar- 
tin, Scott Badders and Al Burke, with help 
from Charles Ward who provided a “way 
out there” (but calibrated) D-STAR signal 
while trick-or-treating out in New Haven 
with his little girl. 


The Fort Wayne Masonic Temple is cen- 
trally located in downtown. The repeater 
is linked to REFO24B, the official reflector 
for the Indiana state-wide D-STAR net- 
work. It has been through a full shake- 
down to make sure the system is fully 
functional. So far we've used it to contact 
hams around the state and elsewhere. If 
you are in the area with a D-STAR capable 
transceiver then give it a try.

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THE FoXHUNT CHRONICLES FOR THE OCTOBER HUNT 


he ninth Foxhunt of the 2011 season 

was held on Sunday afternoon, the 
9th of October. The weather was in the 
mid 80's with low humidity and no wind 
and the trees were putting on Fall color, 
absolutely gorgeous. 


The October hunters consisted of six 
groups including the team of Jim and Kim 
Machamer, KB9’s DOS and DOT, the team 
of Carole and Al Burke, WB9’sRUS and SSE 
plus Jim and Annie Pliett, KXOMA and 
WBOYI, the team of Mark Berke, WA7NXI 
and Steve Irving, KC9AUQ, the team of 
Larry Temenoff, KB9OS and the IPFW Ra- 
dio Club, KM9DON, the team of Steve and 
Linda Nardin, W9’s SAN and LAN, and sin- 
gle hunter Charles Ward, KCOMUT. 


For this hunt the role of the fox was 
perpetrated by John Martin, NOUWR as- 
sisted by Scott Badders, KA9SLN. They set 
up in an idyllic setting in Northside Park 
and placed a cross-band HT in the fox lair 
under a fake rock. 


Earlier in the morning the Pliett / Burke 
team set out to calibrate the van mount- 
ed vhf yagi they use for foxhunting in 
order to determine its DF bearing errors. 
We were employing a new (to us) piece 
of software (Google Earth integrated with 
Navi 2020) which draws DF vectors from 
a GPS based current location fix directly 
onto a Google Earth map and therefore

produces cross bearing fixes used to lo- 
calize the fox. We finished the first pass at 
the calibration task just in time to arrive at 
the foxhunter’s starting point in the park- 
ing lot of the Off-track betting parlor over 
at Washington Center and Lima roads. 


John’s initial fox signals were heard by 
the hunters who proceeded south-east 
based upon initial DF readings. After 
about four DF readings the Google Earth 
/ Navi 2020 software pretty much con- 
vinced us that the fox had to be located in 
the Northside Park area, and when we got 
to the Park the fox’s third harmonic signal 
was very strong, so we proceeded on foot. 


Actually, Kim and Jim Machamer were 
the first team to localize the fox, followed 
by the Pliett / Burke crew. After that | 
think the order probably was the Nardin’s, 
the Berke / Irving team, the Temenoff/ 
IPFW team and finally (and uncharacter- 
istically last) Charles Ward. 


Annie Pliett was the first hunter to ac- 
tually find the fox itself. She noted what 
looked to her like a fake rock, lifted it, and 
discovered the cross-band HT. | suspect 
this was a case of female intuition work- 
ing, similar to being able to spot real dia- 
mond as opposed to zirconium. Most fe- 
males can just naturally do this. 


Following Annie's discovery the fox
